Hospital on North San Pedro 
Road.

The two leaders rode side-by- 
side in an open car through the 
streets of Cairo to a reception 
that veteran White House news­ 
men said even topped welcomes 
given John F Kennedy in West 
Berlin in 1963 and Dwight D. 
Eisenhower in New Delhi in 
1959. 
In a brief speech from the 
balcony of Koubbeh Palace —a 
400-room mansion which will be 
Nixon’s home during his Cairo 
stay — Sadat said he hoped the 
w elcom e would "co m p e n sate 
for the long years of strain and 
lack of understanding” between 
the two countries. 
“ You have spoken of the fact 
that we stand here at a moment 
of time and history which could 
well be remembered centuries 
from now as one of those great 
turning points which affect 
mankind for the better,” Nixon

Crisis In Italy 


ROME (UPIJ — Italy’s politi­ 
cal and economic crisis deep­ 
ened today, with a bitter feud 
between two influential political 
parties hampering attempts to 
form a new coalition govern­ 
ment. 
President Giovanni Leone en­ 
tered his second day of talks 
with political leaders in an ur­ 
gent search to find a successor 
to Premier Mariano Rumor. 
Politicians called it Ita ly ’s 
worst crisis since World War II 
Rumor resigned Monday af­ 
ter the two main parties in his 
center-left coalition — the 
Christian Democrats and the 
Socialists — failed to agree on 
w'ays to stem the rising coast of 
living. 
Politicians said the collapse 
of Italy’s 36th post-war govern­ 
ment, coupled with inflation 
and mounting political violence, 
has put Italian democracy in its 
greatest danger since the fall of 
facism. 
The crisis left Italy leaderless 
at a time when inflation is 
mounting at a yearly rate of 
nearly 20 per cent and the lira 
has lost 18.67 per cent of its 
value on foreign exchange m ar­ 
kets in a year 
•A wave of kidnapings and 
bombings by extermists of the 
right and left and bribery scan­ 
dals have undermined the gov­ 
ernment’s credibility.

One person was killed and 
five others wounded in that 
attack, bringing the number of 
casualties in the latest series of 
assaults to 39 persons killed and 
74 wounded. Most of the victims 
were civilians.

Vietnam a six-point demand for 
peace. The action came at the 
end of one year of the second 
cease-fire agreement between 
the two warring sides. 


The United States, South Viet­ 
nam, the Viet Cong and North 
Vietnam last June 13 signed a 


joint communique calling for 
strict observance of the Jan. 28, 
1973, cease-fire agreement. 
It called for immediate end of 
all cease-fire violations; return 
of Communist troops to pre- 
cease-fire lines; withdrawal of 
North Vietnamese troops and 
war materials to the North; 
release of government civilian 
and military prisoners; respect 
for the international peace­ 
keeping force, and serious ne­ 
gotiations for an overall solu­ 
tion to the war. 


Plea To Portugal 


MOGADISHU, Somalia (UPI) 
— African and Arab leaders 
began a summit conference to­ 
day by urging Portugal to dis­ 
solve its empire in Africa. 


Heads of state of the 42-nation 
Organization of African Unity 
met in this capital on the Indian 
Ocean to discuss and approve a 
43-item agenda drawn up in six 
days of talks among their sen­ 
ior ministers. 
The agenda covered such div­ 
erse problems as the Middle 
East conflict, the devastating 
drought in West and East Afri­ 
ca and the future of the Portu­ 
guese territo ries of Mozam­ 
bique. Angola and Portuguese 
Guinea 
Foreign ministers drew up a 
draft resolution yesterday urg­ 
ing the Lisbon government to 
immediately recognize the right 
of its African colonies to inde­ 
pendence before talks with var­ 
ious liberation movements went 
ahead.

Asked Taps 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sec­ 
retary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger’s account of his role in 
wiretapping of government offi­ 
cials and newsmen is contra­ 
dicted by a series of FBI me­ 
moranda stretching over four 
years, according to published 
reports today. 
The Washington Post, The 
New York Times and the Bos­ 
ton Globe said FBI documents 
had been exam ined by the 
House Judiciary Committee as 
part of its impeachment inquiry 
against President Nixon. 
Kissinger says he never di­ 
rectly requested wiretaps on 
telephones of 13 government 
officials and four newsmen as a 
result of leaks of sensitive in­ 
formation in 1969-71. 
The newspapers said FBI do­ 
cuments showed some of the 
taps were requested by Kissin­ 
ger or by his top aide at the 
time on the National Security 
Council, Gen. A lexander M. 
Haig, now President Nixon’s 
chief of staff. 
The Times and Post both 
quoted an FBI memorandum 
prepared for acting FBI Direc­ 
tor William D. Ruckelshaus on 
May 12, 1973, which said tte 
bureau, “at the request of the 
White House, provided highly 
sensitive wiretap coverage in 
the interests of national securi­ 
ty” from the spring of 1969 to 
early summer, 1971. 
The 15-page summary said 
the White House was extremely 
concerned over leaks about the 
S tra te g ic A rm s L im itatio n 
Talks (SALT), apparently em a­ 
nating from the Security Coun­ 
cil. 
The Post said it obtained a 
copy of a memorandum written 
by FBI chief Hoover to then 
Attorney 
General John N. 
Mitchell, dated May 9, 1969, 
saying Kissinger had called 
him that day to complain of 
“an extraordinarily damaging” 
news leak.

A former prisoner of war 
from Maine, a law professor in 
Arkansas, and two men in Vir­ 
ginia who want to see President 
Nixon impeached, won Demo­ 
cratic nominations to Congress 
yesterday. 
They vvrili all face Republican 
incumbents in the November 
elections. 
Ex-POW Mark G artley of 
Lewiston, Me., was nominated 
to challenge Rep. William S. 
Cohen, R-Maine. 
In Arkansas another political 
newcomer, law professor Bill 
Clinton, 27. was nominated to 
try to unseat Rep. John Paul 
Hammerschmidt, R-Ark., Nov. 
5. 
Virginia Democrats nominat­ 
ed two candidates who have 
both publicly supported im ­ 
peachment to challenge con­ 
servative COP incumbents in 
November. One of them, Her­ 
bert E. Harris, will face Rep. 
Stanford E. Parris, R-Va. The 
other, Joseph L. Fisher, a vet­ 
eran local official, will go 
against Rep. Joel T. Broyhill, 
R-Va. 
Gartley, a Navy pilot who 
was held captive in North Viet­ 
nam for four years, said he was 
suprised by public discontent 
and disgust he said he saw 
while campaigning. 
Clinton, of Fayetteville, Ark., 
soundly defeated state Sen. I

NEW YORK (UPI) - S e c ­ 
tary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger has used the threat of 
resignation as a tactic in the 
past, according to the New 
York Post. 
The Post, which is publishing 
a copyrighted, 12-part series on 
the secretary of state s life, 
said Monday that Kissinger had 
threatened to resign several 
tim es while working on a 
project in the 1950s for former 
New York Gov. Nelson A. Rock­ 
efeller. 
In 1955, Rockefeller quit his 
post in the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration to undertake a study of 
the United States’ assets and 
debits. Kissinger was named 
the project’s executive director. 
"Kissinger subsisted on five 
or six hours’ sleep a night, plus 
occasional catnaps," the Post s 
article, entitled “The Rockefel­ 
ler Years,” said. "The strain 
caused some blow-ups with vet­ 
eran Rockefeller staff people 
who jealously blocked Kissin­ 
ger’s access at times.

DENIED BY PINKERTON 
Sister Of Butch Cassidy 
Says He Survived Bolivia 


LOGAN, Utah (UPI) _ Butch 
Cassidy, leader of the Wild 
Bunch, wasn’t killed in South 
America with the Sundance 
Kid, says the outlaw’s 90-year- 
old sister. 


But William C. Linn, vice 
president of the Pinkerton De­ 
tective Agency, which hounded 
Cassidy out of the country, says 
an eyewitness saw his body. 


Mrs. Lula Parker Betenson 
and Linn spoke at the opening 
of a new outlaw and lawman 
library at Utah State Universi­ 
ty- 
“ Butch was a good boy who 
got off on the wrong foot,” said 
Mrs. Betenson, of Circleville, 
Utah. 
“ The only thing I hold against 
him is that he hurt ray parents 
so much. He broke my mother’s 
heart.” 
“ But I'U tell you this,” Mrs. 
Betenson added, “ Butch wasn't 
killed in South America. He 
came back to this country and 
lived a good many years.” 
However, Linn said the Pink­ 
erton file on Robert Leroy Par­ 
ker. alias Butch Cassidy, ends 
with the “ sworn statement of 
an eyewitness who saw the 
bodies.” 


LULA PARKER 
BETENSON 
Famed outlaw’s sister 


Linn said Parker and Harry 
Longabaugh, also known as the 
Sundance Kid, were shot by the 
Bolivian Army in 1911. 
“ I have talked to a lot of 
people who claim Butch re­ 
turned to the United States, but 
I have never been able to pin 
down any solid evidence,” Linn 


said. 
But 80-year-old “ Cowboy 
Joe” Marsters, who claims he 
rode with the Wild Bunch at the 
age of 14, said he saw Cassidy 
at the San Francisco World’s 
Fair in 1915. 


Marsters, of Sacramento, 
Calif., said he was riding buck­ 
ing broncs in a wild west show 
and after one performance a 
man walked up to him and said, 
“ Your old boss would like to 
see you.” 
“ I said ‘How is Butch?’ and 
this fella said, ‘Look over there 
and see for yourself’.” 
Marsters said a man in the 
crowd raised his arm and 
waved-and then disappeared. 
“ It was Butch,” he said. 
Pinkerton men, working for 
the railroads, tracked the Wild 
Bunch and other outlaws and 
built immense files on them 
before police agencies began 
keeping criminal records. 


The Pinkerton vice president 
presented the library with docu­ 
ments and photos dealing with 
the Wild Bunch. He said the 
company would also give the 
library its files on Frank and 
Jesse James, the Younger 
Brothers and other outlaws. 


Cuts Asked 
In Tam 
Fire Budget 


Directors of the Tamalpais 
Fire Protection District have 
recommended cuts totaling 
$50,000 from, the district’s pro­ 
posed 1974-75 budget of $395,576, 
which is $15,576 higher than the 
current spending program. 
The reductions, suggested at 
a meeting Monday, are in the 
budget’s capita) improvement 
section, according to Fire Chief 
Dale N. Bennett. The recom­ 
mendations will be explored 
further at a hearing at 7:30 
p.m. Tuesday • 
Even with the cuts, the 
spending plan is expected to 
raise the district tax rate to 96.5 
cents per $100 of assessed val­ 
uation. It currently is 93 cents 
per $100, Bennett said. 
The chief attributed the budg­ 
et increase to inflation and fed­ 
eral legislation that limits the 
working hours of firemen to 60 
a week, requiring the district to 
hire two additional men at a 
cost of about $30,000 a year. 
In other business, directors 
hired the Sausalito architectur­ 
al firm of Donald Olsen and 
Associates to design a new fire­ 
house proposed to replace Fire 
Station No. I on Poplar Street. 
Following the public meeting, 
board members adjourned to 
closed session to discuss wage 
negotiations with district em­ 
ployees.

The Corte Madera Planning 
Commission has rescinded a 
permit it granted last year for 
the controversial Madera del 
Presidio subdivision. 


The commission voted unani­ 
mously Monday to revoke the 
permit for the first part of the 
project, according to Town 
Mgr. Ronald E. Bartels. 
Developer of the project, Cal 
West Communities Inc., did not 
oppose the commission’s action 
and plans to submit new plans 
for the project to the town 
council June 24, Bartels said 
The council had recommend­ 
ed that the commission consi­ 
der revoking the permit. 
“ Everybody just felt it would 
be good to start with a clean 


slate,” Bartels said. 
Bartels said Monday’s public 
hearing on the matter drew 
very little response from the 
small audience. 
The original Madera Del Pre­

Budget Is Adopted 
By Strawberry Board 


The Strawberry 
Recreation 
District board has adopted a 
final 1974-75 budget of $119,675,- 
35, up $22,366 over this year's. 
District Mgr. Gayle L. Hunter 
said the spending program ap­ 
proved Monday probably will 
require the same tax rate as 
this year. 52 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. The district 
expects a rise in assessed val­ 
uation which will increase prop­ 
erty taxes to $86,525.35 from 
$72,209.20 this year, so no tax 
hike will be need to finance the 
higher budget, she said. 
The 1974-75 budget allocates 
$34,230.35 for salaries, com ­ 
pared to $30,994.20 for 1973-74. 
Operating expenses for next 
year will total $45,585, com­ 
pared to $34,265 for this year 
This 1974-75 figure includes ex­ 
penses for handling the newly 
approved $500,000 open space 
bond issue for the district. 
Capital expenditures for next 
year will be $13,260, compared 
to $7,250 this year. Suggested 


capital improvements include 
building a tot lot, increasing 
landscaping and furnishing an 
arts and crafts room. 
The district board also will 
spend $20,743 for interests and 
payments on loans, compared 
to $21,943 this year and also will 
set aside a reserve of $5,857. 
Besides property tax income, 
the district expects revenue of 
$500 from building rental; $3,- 
500 from swim club payments; 
$150 for tennis court keys: $20,- 
700 from recreation programs; 
$5,000 from its garbage fran­ 
chise; $300 from a car wash, 
and $3,000 from sale of open 
space bonds.

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Johnson's Impeachment 
Trial Rolls For Camera 


FIRE CALLS 


RALEIGH, N.C. (UPI) - Ra­ 
leigh, the birthplace of Andrew 
Johnson, is the scene this week 
of the filming of the lowest 
point in his political career — 
his impeachment trial 
Producer AJ Vecchione chose 
Raleigh for the scene of the 
hour-long television documenta­ 
ry because the Senate chamber 
in the state’s old Capitol closely 
resem bles the U.S. Senate 
chamber used in Johnson's 1868 
trial. Johnson was born here 
but reared in Tennessee. 
The documentary- is a joint 
effort of the National Public 
Affairs Center for Television, 
the British Broadcasting Co. 
and the Canadian Broadcasting 
Co. It will be aired on the 
public television network July 1 
at 8 p.m. 
“ We’re doing the story be­ 
cause people need to know 
about impeachment,” said pro­ 
ducer A1 Vecchione. “ It’s a 
damn treacherous procedure 
Treacherous as hell 
And the 
only precedent we have for it is 
the Johnson impeachment fhat 
occurred more than 100 years 
ago." 
Seven New York actors star 
in the documentary, including 
former “ Exorcist’’ star Barton 
Heyman. Heyman is cast as 
Ben Butler who will execute the 
modern-day role of House Judi­ 
ciary Com m ittee Chairm an 
Rep. Peter Rodino, D-N.J. 
A “ reporter” will narrate the 
documentary explaing the dia­ 
logue of the film, about 95 per 
cent of which is directly from 
the impeachment transcripts. 
The film opens with the Sen­ 
ate seargeant-at-arms shouting. 
“Ah persons are commanded to 
keep silence on pain of impris­ 
onment while the Senate of the 
United States is sitting for the 
trial of articles of impeachment 
exhibited against .Indrew John­ 
son. President of the United 
States." 
Although a bill of impeach­ 
ment was returned against 
Johnson, he was found innocent 
in the Senate trial by only one 
vote

Traffic Lights Helping 
Bay Bridge Commuters 


SACRAM ENTO <AP> - A 
new traffic light system de­ 
signed to smooth vehicle flow 
across the San Francisco-Oak- 
land Bay Bridge has cut acci­ 
dents and stalls by 15 per cent, 
it was announced today. 
Since the system went into 
operation March 12, vehicle 
travel time through the toll 
plaza has been sliced by 2 xz 
minutes between 7:15 and 8:30 
a.m., the state Department of 
Transportation said.

Wo ran a special computer 
study of the response from 
teen-agers who indicated their 
parents aren't strongly opposed 
to prem arital sex (about 25 per 
cent of respondents), and we 
found 


F’roducts of socailed liberal 
homes reported only 50 per cent 
less virginity than did children 
whose parents were “ very firm ­ 
ly opposed to all unwed inter­ 
course ” The figures were: 60 
per cent virgins in the liberal- 
parent group; 70 per cent vir­ 
gins in the ultraconservative- 
parent group; and about 65 per 
cent virgins (68 per cent fe­ 
male, 61 per cent male) among 
all teen age respondents 
In attitudes, however, we .saw- 
more 
sta rtlin g differences 
Only 18 per cent of teen-agers 
from liberal-sex-view homes ex­ 
pect to be virgin at m arriage, 
as compared to 43 per cent of 
those from conservative homes 
(but they still favored tradition­ 
al m arriage 4 to 1). 
Only 7 per cent of liberally 
raised young people considered 
prem arital sex “ never okay." 
and 70 per cent thought it was 
okay if you care about each 
other, 
although 
not planning 
m arriage." This compares with 
24 per cent and 50 per cent 
respectively among all

agers, and 29 per cent and 44 
per cent among the conserva­ 
tively raised. 
The number (2 per cent girls, 
10 per cent boys) of votes for 
“ recreatio n al sex, any tim e 
with an y o n e" rem ain ed un­ 
changed, regardless of parents' 
open or closed views.

On the plus side, children of 
liberal minded parents reported 
far better family comm unica­ 
tion. Seventy per cent answered 
"Y es” to 
“ Do your parents 
generally discuss 
moral and 
ethical values with you and 
listen to your side?" More than 
half of those from more con­ 
se rv a tiv e hom es said, “ No! 
They just lay down the law." 
More of the liberally raised 
felt 
their parents understood 
them, but in answer to "Do you 
basically agree with your p ar­ 
e n ts’ view points on politics, 
your career, drug abuse, minor­ 
ity races, what constitutes a 
successful life," they agreed 
with their peers in saying “ No" 
an average 60 per cent of the 
time 
“ Do you agree with your p ar­ 
ents on the New 
M orality?" 
brought only 34 per cent "Y es" 
votes from 
teen-agers whose 
folks were trying to accept it — 
which may prove the kids are 
always several jumps ahead of 
their elders, no m atter what. 


Another plus for the “liber­ 
als" is that considerably fewer 
disliked themselves and their 
lives, probably because com ­ 
munication lines at home had 
rem ained open. Also, they indi­ 
cated in greater numbers that 
they would tell their parents if 
they 
contracted 
VD 
(50 per 
cent. vs. 37 per cent in conserv­ 
ative homes); were involved in 
an abortion. (.54 vs. 41 per cent); 
or were raped (73 vs. 70 per 
cent 
We learned in last y ear's 
adult survey that over three- 
fourths of the parents think 
they'd bo consulted about these 
problems. 


As e x p e c te d , te e n -a g e rs 
reared in New Morality-orient­ 
ed homes were more liberal in 
other areas, too. They favored 
legalization of m arijuana by 50 
per cent as compared to the 
national teen-age average of 47 
per cent; and 53 per cent of 
them had tried it (vs. 44 per 
cent of all respondents). Seven­ 
ty-seven and 68 per cent respec­ 
tively wanted a lessening of 
penalties for private use. 
Nearly 80 per cent wanted the 
legal liquor age uniformly low­ 
ered to 18. a slightly higher 
See RAP, page 20.

Marin County youth showed a 
m ixture of conservative and 
lib eral 
thinking 
in sev eral 
areas 
They nearly tied the conserv­ 
ative Midwest in their 28 per 
cent “ Yes" answers to “ Do you 
think prem arital sex for teen­ 
agers is never okay?" 
Yet 12 per cent, as compared 
to a nationwide 3 per cent vote, 
believed "sex is just another 
appetite, okay any time, with 
anyone.” A 12 per cent (vs. 22 
per cent overall) thought “ sex 
is okay if you’re engaged." and 
the remaining 48 per cent ap­ 
proved “if you care about each 
other though are not planning 
m arriage " 


LESS THAN tw o-thirds of 
Marin residents who answered 
our teen-age questionnaire be­ 
lieved their parents are “ very 
firmly against all prem arital 
sex for girls." This compares 


with a 75 per cent guess nation­ 
wide, 
and appears to affect 
local teen-agers’ attitudes, if 
not their present actions. 


As we m entioned e a rlie r, 
scarcely more than one-fourth 
expect to be virgins at m ar­ 
riage (the lowest percentage 
recorded anywhere in the coun­ 
try), but 
the number of 13- 
through-19-year-old virgins here 
almost equals the national av­ 
e rag e, and su rp asses other 
parts of the West. 
Concerning booze and dope 
local young people were also 
ambivalent. Over half revealed 
they have tried m arijuana (all­ 
area average, 44 per cent), and 
68 per cent, as opposed to an 
overall 47 per cent, want pot 
legalized. Yet 56 per cent be­ 
lieve illegal drug use is still a 
m ajor problem among teens, 
and only 40 per cent think the 
problem is diminishing. 
Barely 60 per cent, as com­ 
pared with a 74 per cent nation­ 
wide vote, want the legal liquor 
age lowered to 18. and 52 per 
cent of area respondents con­ 
sidered excessive use of alcohol 
a m ajor problem among the 
young. 


FEW ER THAN the national 
average (32 vs. 38 per cent) said 


they could “ personally accept 
an abortion,” but slightly more 
(72 vs. 
68 per cent) okayed 
abortion for others 
If local young people were 
involved in abortion, however, 
they would be 20 per cent more 
apt to confide in their parents, 
they revealed. 
Asked. “ Would you tell your 
parents if you contracted VD?" 
40 per cent answered. “ Yes," 
and 80 per cent said they would 
seek parental guidance in case 
of rape. This is a higher confid­ 
ence rating than that received 
by the elders in other geograph­ 
ical locations. 
But while local youth regis­ 
tered general approval of par­ 
ents almost half of them, a 
sizeable portion <16 per cent vs. 
only 6 to 9 per cent elsewhere' 
rated them “Not much interest­ 
ed in m e." .Another 40 per cent 
called them "over-anxious or 
over-protective" and often both.

ONE LAD’S name was re­ 
peated several times. I asked 
how he w as com ing along. 
“ He’s not in school now.” 
“ Do you 
think paddlings 
help?” was my next question. 
He pondered this for a moment, 
and then said in effect. “ They 
do more for the ones not pad- 
died. Discourages them from 
doing wTong. 
But those you 
have to paddle more than once 
g en erally get h ard en ed and 
hate school too much to learn.” 
There seem s to be an upsurge 
of public outcry in the United 
S tates about school children 
being physically beaten, pad­ 
dled and hand-spanked. 
Parents in most parts of the 
world have said rather clearly 
that they do not want their 
children beaten at school. Even 
p a re n ts who inflict physical 
punishment on their own chil­ 
dren are against school authori­ 
ties using this form of punish­ 
ment. 
School a d m in istra to rs who 
believe in corporal punishment 
argue that some children dis­ 
play such bad behavior that 
only the fear of strong physical 
punishment will make them be­ 
have. 
Yet. alm ost all those who 
have any knowledge of children 
m aintain that violence begets 
violence. What one may win in 
the short run by meting out 
physical punishment is lost in 
the long run by teaching chil­ 
dren to go after what they want 
through physical force. 


CERTAINLY ALL children 
should be ta u g h t obedience. 
Some children are more obedi­ 
ent at school than are others. 
Generally, those who do well in 
school and love the school’s 
activities require the least dis­ 
cipline. Those who do not do 
well are generally those who 
receive the most discipline. 
One “solution’’ is to beat chil­ 
dren into submission. Another 
is to vary the activities so that 
those who don’t now succeed 
will be able to do so 
What should be done, for ex­ 
ample, for children who have 
short attention spans and can­ 
not sit still for extended periods 
of time doing close literacy 
work0 
In most schools, children with 
those problems are punished. 


They 
m ay 
be 
p h y sic a lly 
spanked or hit. They may re­ 
ceive mental punishment in the 
form of ridicule. They may be 
given low grades and threat­ 
ened with failure. They may be 
ignored and hence leave school 
functionally illiterate. 
In a few schools, such chil­ 
dren are given extra support. 
More aides help out the regular 
teachers. Activities are tailored 
to suit the learning habits of the 
child with a gradual movement 
toward more and more extend­ 
ed periods of academic work. 
Play times and study times are 
spaced to let the more physical­ 
ly active children develop ath­ 
letically as well as academ ical­ 


ly.

erage. They were more in favor 
of equal rights for women <75 
per cent vs. 69 per cent), and a 
slightly greater number (81 per 
cent) approved of mothers 
working outside the home. 
While 57 per cent of all res­ 
pondents felt their parents 
judged teen-age friends by the 
way they dress and wear their 
hair, only 41 per cent of liberal 
parents appear to make these 
judgments. 
Some 47 per cent said they 
could personally accept abor­ 
tion and 75 per cent said they 
could accept it for others. The 
overall average here was 38 
and 68 per cent.

More Funds 
Aimed For 
Youth Jobs 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon has signed legisla­ 
tion providing an additional 
$.306 million in federal funds to 
create jobs for young people 
this summer, the White House 
announced yesterday. 


In a statement, Nixon said 
the money in the new bill plus 
$91 million obligated several 
weeks ago will produce an esti­ 
mated 709,000 summer job op­ 
portunities for needy youths. 


“ I urge all responsible elect­ 
ed officials to take the neces­ 
sary steps as rapidly as possi­ 
ble to insure that their program 
plans are in order so that all 
those who should benefit from 
these funds are able to do so,” 
said Nixon, who signed the bill 
last Saturday before he left for 
the Middle East. 
This year state and local offi­ 
cials for the first time will be 
administering the federally as­ 
sisted summer jobs program 
after getting the money from 
the Labor Department, which 
has been in charge of hiring in 
the past. 
“This marks a major step 
forward in the direction of de­ 
centralization and decategoriza­ 
tion which is so essential for 
effective social program s.” 
Nixon said in his statement.

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GRADUATIONI THEN WHAT? 
Many Factors Influence 
The Choice Of A College 


By PAUL C A \E 
(Second of five articles) 
“ There are nine and sixty 
ways of constructing tribal 
laws. And every single one of 
them is right. ” 
— Rudyard Kipling 


So it is with choosing col­ 
leges. 
Some 
select a school 
because of its location, others 
because of the reputation of a 
p a rtic u la r acad em ic d e p a rt­ 
ment. Many opt for the most 
prestigious school they can get 
into; 
some attend the alm a 
m ater of one’s parents; others 
pick the school with the fanciest 
facilities. A sizable number vis­ 
it several schools and choose 
the one that seems to have the 
most pleasant campus life. 


But regardless of how the 
decision is made, most students 
are happy with their college 
choices. 


Even though there is no 
“ right” way to do it, Sir F ran­ 
cis Drake High School has done 
as well as any school around 
trying to get its students on the 
right track in their college plan­ 
ning. 


In an annual 30-page bulletin 
to stu d en ts, D rake proposes 
nine q u estions that stu d en ts 
should ask themselves about 
the kind of college they'd like to 
attend — such as size, region, 
cost, and desired field of study. 


So when the student walks in 
and tells his counselor, “ I want 
to go to a small, private, all­ 
male four-year college in the 
South offering a good bio-phys­ 
ics program ," 
the 
counselor 
presum ably 
can 
look in his 
handy college guidebook and 
say, "Well, clearly the school 
for you is Podunk U. in Boon- 
docktown. A la.” 
U n fo rtu n a te ly , d e c is io n s 
usually are n ’t made that way, 
according to Drake counselor 
Merrill Convis. "In many cases 
— for example, when a student 
is trying to decide between San 
Francisco State and Humboldt 
State — it’s a pretty clear-cut 
decision If you like the city you 
go to San Francisco, if you 
want to get away from it you go 
to Humboldt.” he said. 
But in other cases, he said, a 
student 
might 
be bewildered 
and unsure of what he wants 
“ He says he wants to go to 
college, 
but 
often 
he ju st 
doesn't know where or why or 
for w hat,” Convis said. "O ur 
guide can get him starting to 
think about the factors involved 
in making a decision.” 
Professionally produced col­ 
lege guides, such as those pub­ 
lished by Lovejoy and Barrons, 
enjoy a great popularity among 
students wanting capsule infor­ 
mation about a school.

Adoption Of 
Juvenile Hall 
Plan Delayed 


M arin C ounty su p erv iso rs 
postponed adoption yesterday 
of a consultant’s recom m enda­ 
tions for im provem ents to Juve­ 
nile Hall until a separate study 
on the future of the detention 
center is completed. (Other su­ 
pervisors stories, page 1.) 
The consultant’s report, pre­ 
pared by architect George V. 
Banning of San Rafael, calls for 
a four-stage improvement pro­ 
gram over the next 20 years. 
The total cost would be about 
$2.6 million and would provide 
new residential buildings, staff 
offices and recreational facili­ 
ties such as a swimming pool. 
Board action was delayed, 
however, pending the outcome 
of a 
study by the Juvenile 
Justice Commission into wheth­ 
er portions of Juvenile Hall 
should be shut down 
A comm ittee of the commis­ 
sion recommended such action 
in March and said the county 
should place all but hard-core 
juvenile offenders in foster care 
and group homes. 
Supervisors Peter R. Arrigoni 
Jr. 
and 
Arnold 
M. 
Baptiste 
urged the consultant’s report be 
placed on the back burner until 
the comm ission’s study is fin­ 
ished. 
“ It doesn’t make sense to 
spend this kind of money (on 
c a p ital im provem ents) when 
we’re not sure of the direction 
of juvenile justice,” Arrigoni 
said. 
Baptiste added that m ajor 
expenditures would tend to lock 
the county into the p resen t 
structured form of juvenile de­ 
tention 
All appeared to agree, howev­ 
er, that the senior boy’s section 
of the hall must be renovated. 
The unit has been criticized for 
its “ prisonlike atm osphere.” 
The su p erv iso rs inform ally 
agreed with the juvenile justice 
commission and Superior Court 
Judge Henry J. Broderick that 
its remodeling should be the 
first order of business, at an 
estim ated cost of $115,000. 
Bella H. Aaron, head of the 
crim inal-justice planning agen­ 
cy, has indicated she will at­ 
tempt to get state funding for 
the project. 
Barrows and the consultant 
had recom m ended the first 
stage should be the razing of 
the old county hospital which is

Gerald Ford Says 
What Needed Saying 


Ramsey's Mistake: Didn't Go On Welfare 


Vice President Gerald R. 
Ford said what needed to be 
said the other day in Cleveland, 
Ohio. 
Addressing a meeting of the 
National Conference of Chris­ 
tians and Jews, the vice presi­ 
dent denounced those who at­ 
tempt to depict as innocent 
victims of police brutality the 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
outlaws who were shot to death 
in Los Angeles. 
Ford incorporated this into a 
denunciation of “doomsayers” 
who, he said, attempt “to con­ 
struct a self-fulfilling prophecy 
of defeat and despair.” 
He decried the 
“effort to 
portray the outlaws as persons 
of high moral standing.” 
“Somewhere in their emo­ 
tionalism,” he said, “the doom­ 
sayers arrived at a distorted 
conclusion that the outlaws 
were innocent victims and the 
police and society were the 
offenders.” 


FT’S TIME somebody in high 
position said som ething like 
this. 
Let’s look at the record of the 
little gang calling themselves 
the “ Sym bionese Liberation 
Army” : 
The first “ liberation” for 
which these banditti claimed 
credit was the murder of Mar­ 
cus Foster, superintendent of 
Oakland schools. 
Marcus Foster was one of the 
top black educators in the Unit­ 
ed States — or in the world. In 
Philadelphia, he made a re­ 
markable record of upgrading 
“ghetto” schools and bringing 
together divergent portions of 
the populace. He was on his 
way to accomplishing the same 
thing in Oakland. 
But in the name of “eradicat­ 
ing the fascist insect,” some 
crim inals identifying them ­ 
selves with the “Symbionese

Liberation A rm y” murdered 
him from ambush. They even 
used bullets containing cyan­ 
ide. 


THE “ARMY’S” next “libera­ 
tion” was the kidnaping of Pa­ 
tricia Hearst. 
It demanded that, as ransom, 
the “fascist insect” give $6 
million to feed the “poor.” It 
demanded the food be distribut­ 
ed without check on whether 
the recipients needed it. 
And after $2 million in food 
had been distributed, it reneged 
on the promise to arrange for 
Patricia’s release. She had be­ 
come an SLA member, she 
announced via tape recording. 
To pro e it, she then partici­ 
pated in a bank holdup. The 
money stolen from the bank 
was not even ostensibly to feed 
the poor. It went into the SLA’s 
treasury. And the robbers shot 
two innocent passersby. 


THE SLA NEXT surfaced - 
in actions, not in the meander­ 
ing rhetoric of its tape record­ 
ings — with the holdup of a 
sporting goods store in Los 
Angeles, again with a needless 
spray of bullets. 
Then, surprised by police and 
federal agents in a Los Angeles 
hideout, the SLA m em bers 
opened fire with autom atic 
weapons which are legally ob­ 
tainable only by the armed 
forces. Six of its members died 
in that shootout and fire. And it 
is these six that maudlin senti­ 
mentalists seek to make “he­ 
roes.” 
John Dillinger, Pretty Boy 
Floyd, Machine Gun Kelly and 
other holdup gang leaders of 
the ’30s were no more violent 
and bloodthirsty than these 
SLA members. 
And at least they were more 
honest: They did not pretend 
they robbed and killed “to help 
the poor.” 


Report Of Nonexistent Suit 
Discloses Anomalous Situation

Some strange things happen in the 
infighting between the two big teacher 
unions for the hearts and minds of the 
nation’s teachers and eventual control of 
its schools. 
On Feb. 27, the American Federation of 
Teachers issued a news release from its 
Washington headquarters reporting: 
“ The National Education Association 
will be charged with ‘reprehensible and 
retrogressive’ racism in a suit to be 
brought by the .Anti-Defamation League 
of the B’nai B'rith.” 
The story went on to say that the suit, 
“to be filed under the 1964 Civil Rights 
Act,” would attack the NEA's new by­ 
laws for giving “special preference to 
blacks, Chicanos, other Spanish-speaking 
minorities, Asian-Americans and native 
Americans among NEA officerships and 
committees." 
It even specified the section of the Civil 
Rights Act which it said ADL would 
allege was violated by the NEA’s quota 
system. 


NO FURTHER WORD arrived on the 
filing of the suit. So this week, I checked 
with the Anti-Defamation League. I was 
referred to Joy Myers in its New York 
headquarters as the person who would 
know if such a suit had been filed or 
prepared 
Miss Myers said there is no such suit. 
“ It's just something that we’ve talked 
about,” she said. No aggrieved party has 
appeared to ask the ADL to file a suit, 
and no complaint has been drawn up, she 
asserted. She professed puzzlement over 
the AFT release. 


WHETHER THE AFT report was is­ 
sued in good faith though prematurely or 
whether it was merely put out as propa­ 
ganda, it did serve to point up an 
anomalous situation. 
The Equal Employment Opportunities 
Commission, set up under the Civil 
Rights Act, is actively pressuring private 
employers to hire minority race mem­ 
bers on the basis of quotas approximat­ 
ing their percentage in the total popula­ 
tion. It calls this “affirmative action. ” 
The California State Board of Educa­ 
tion a few months ago incorporated into 
its administrative code a requirement 
that all school districts adopt “affirma­ 
tive action” programs. Quite a few of 
them had already done so. 


THE NEA REPRESENTATIVE assem­ 
bly, in amending NEA bylaws last July, 
was attempting to carry out the mandate 
of EEOC and what it considered to be the

intent of the Civil Rights Law. 
The amendments require: 
1. That state and local NEA affiliates 
(which include the California Teachers 
Association and all its local chapters) 
“apply the one-man, one-vote principle 
. . . except that the affiliate shah guaran­ 
tee ethm c-m inority representation at 
least proportionate to its ethnic-minority 
membership . ” 
2. That at least 20 per cent of the board 
of directors, the executive committee, 
and all standing committees, joint com­ 
mittees. commissions and councils of the 
NEA be made up of ethnic-minority 
members. 
3. That each state unit entitled to two 
or more directors shah guarantee that at 
least one of them shah be from the 
largest minority group in its member­ 
ship. 
4. That if after 11 years, beginning this 
year, no member of an ethnic minority 
has served as NEA president, the nomi­ 
nations for president and vice president 
shall be restricted to ethnic minorities. 
5. That the ethnic-minority representa­ 
tion “shah specifically include Black, 
Mexican American (Chicano), other Span­ 
ish-speaking groups, Oriental, and First 
Americans. ” 


THE ADL SUIT — which, according to 
ADL, has never been prepared — was, 
according to AFT, to challenge ah these 
on the basis that they “deny members 
the right and responsibility to select the 
best qualified leadership and staff per­ 
sonnel without regard to ethnic or racial 
background.” 
Of course, they do. Any quota system 
does. When officers, delegates, represent­ 
atives or employees are chosen by a 
quota system, democracy vanishes. And 
inevitably, such a system pits race 
against race. 
The American Federation of Teachers 
apparently does not believe in that kind 
of denial of democracy. 
But it. along with NEA, believes in 
another kind of denial of democracy: the 
denial of the right to teach to those who 
will not pay dues to a union.

WASHINGTON — Put yourself in John 
Ramsey's place. 
His place has four rooms, no running 
water and electricity only sometime. It is 
barely furnished. It sits in Gallant Green, 
a hamlet east of Waldorf, Md., where 
they grow tobacco. 
Ramsey and his wife, Lillian, are not 
the only poor people in Charles County, 
but they are the only ones on whom Fate 
and the Authorities have converged so 
severely in these past few days. 
UNTIL LATE MAY, the Ramseys were 
living — in squalor, but together — with 
their six children. Then a 1-year-old son, 
Ernie Lee, died. Doctors found ticks 
embedded in the child’s scalp and sur­ 
mised he had died of Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever carried by the ticks. The 
boy’s 2-year-old brother is in a Washing­ 
ton hospital with that disease. 
They are among more than two dozen 
persons who have contracted Rocky 
Mountain fever in this area this spring. 
For some reason it is more common here 
in the Potomac Valley than in the moun­ 


tains for which it is named. Yet many 
people with better educations than the 
Ramseys do not know it exists at all. 
Like them, the Ramseys were guilty of 
ignorance, unaware that, when children 
or grown-ups or dogs have been playing 
in the weeds and woods in springtime, 
their bodies and especially their hair 
should be searched thoroughly for ticks 
every evening. 
It was bad enough, then, that by 
ignorance they lost one boy and came 
close to losing another. But that w'as just 
the beginning. When the state’s attor­ 
ney’s office and the county Department 
of Social Services started looking into the 
boys’ illness, they saw how the Ramseys 
were living. A county child welfare work­ 
er said conditions at their house were 
“terrible” and "dirty.” 
And a few days later a county judge 
signed an order for removal of the 
reamining four children from their par­ 
ents, and their placement in foster homes 
until a court hearing next week decides 
whether that move should be permanent.

When the electricity bill came last, it was 
a bad week: He could not pay the $32, 
and the company cut off his power. That 
was how it was when the county officials 
came around. 


Whatever it costs the county to. keep 
four children in foster homes, it cannot 
be much. But neither would it cost much 
for the county to see to it that Ramsey’s 
electricity stayed on, or that he got water 
piped into his house. Neither would it cost 
much to put John Ramsey into a county 
job, doing very much what he is doing on 
his own but earning considerably more 
But as of now, the only offers of help he 
has had have come from many private 
citizens who read about his case in the 
papers. The county’s help has been main­ 
ly punitive, at least from his point of 
view. 
What his case proves is that if you 
insist on being poor, it is better to 
abandon your wife and your job. It pays 
better.

Two And One-Half Hours Work 
Each Day To Pay Your Taxes

WASHINGTON OJPI) - This year the 
average American taxpayer will work 
more than two and a half hours a day to 
pay all of his federal, state and local 
taxes. 
The Tax Foundation Inc., a New York 
City-based tax research group, has com­ 
puted that the time the average Ameri­ 
can wage earner must put in just to pay 
his 1974 taxes will amount to two hours 
and 38 minutes out of every eight hour 
day. 
Multiplied by live, the annual tax bite 
requires 13 hou *s and 10 minutes of labor 
out of a 40-hour work week 
In other words, you must work all day 
Monday and until 10 minutes past 2 p.m 
on Tuesday to pay your due to the 
government each week 


SEEN IN ANOTHER perspective, it 
took the average worker from Jan. 1 until 
May 1 to earn enough money to pay his 
1974 taxes, according to the foundation’s 
caluclations. 
Like the old adage about “death and 
taxes,” the trend in ever-rising local, 
state and federal taxes goes on. 
Curiously, when one seeks an explana­ 
tion from elected officials about the 
reasons for the dismal rating Americans 
give their representatives, rarely does 
anyone suggest disgruntlement over tax­ 
es.

It’s difficult to find anyone in Congress 
who opposes periodic Social Security 
increases for the elderly, but at the same 
time the rise in Social Security taxes 
since 1972 alone will boost tax payments 
by $17.1 billion. 


The trend in government programs is 
to accumulate more and more tax reve­ 
nue so as to provide the public with more 
and more social services. 


The result is that it takes the average 
American longer and longer to pay his 
share of government’s cost before he can 
begin working for himself. 


The Tax Foundation’s latest figures on 
the sweat and toil it takes to pay off one’s 
taxes makes this point painfully clear.

{AP) — Staring into his alpha­ 
bet soup in the UN cafeteria the 
other day, one diner said to 
another, “This must be where 
the United Nations gets the 
letters for all those acronyms it 
makes up for new operations.’’ 


The latest acronym to come 
out of the pot is “UNDOF,” for 
the new UN Disengagement Ob­ 
server Force being deployed in 
the Syria-Israeli buffer zone in 
the Golan Heights. 
The initials in such a 'bombi­ 
nation are not pronounced one 
after another but spoken as a 


single word. 
Accordingly, care must be 
taken not to produce the wrong 
combination. There was some 
panic at an advance report, 
which turned out to be false, 
that the new operation would be 
the UN Disengagement Observ­ 
er Group, or UNDOG. If there 
is anywhere that “dog" is a bad 
word, it is the Middle East. 


There have been similarly 
strange though not quite so 
em barrassing UN acronym s. 
What was known as the UN 
Relief Office in Dacca, or UN­ 
ROD. until the United Nations 


recognized Bangladesh, there­ 
after had to become the UN 
Relief Operation in Bangladesh. 
or UNROB. 


One acronym has outlived the 
name it was created to convey. 
UNICEF came into use as the 
symbol for Fund. When the 
name was changed to just UN 
Children’s Fund, the old initials 
were kept because they had 
become so well known around 
the world

Tongue-Twisting 
Court Decision 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - In a 
tongue-twisting superior court 
suit involving Tidee-Didee Dia­ 
per Service and Dy-Dee Wash, 
a judge ruled yesterday that 
Tidee-Didee could advertise it­ 
self as Didee-Tidee. 


It all began last month when 
Dy-dee Wash of South San 
Francisco filed suit to block 
Tidee-Didee of Sacram ento 
from advertising itself as Di­ 
dee-Tidee in the Bay Area. 


Dy-Dee claim ed Tidee-Di- 
dee’s advertising was confus­ 
ing, misleading prospective Dy- 
Dee customers into patronizing 
Tidee-Didee because they be­ 
lieved Tidee was Dy-Dee. 
Attorneys for Dy-Dee and Ti­ 
dee-Didee, their tongues getting 
twisted more than once, argued 
the case before an intently lis­ 
tening Judge B. Abbott Gold­ 
berg. 
Goldberg then ruled against 
Dy-Dee, saying Tidee-Didee’s 
advertising as Didee-Tidee did 
not confuse or mislead as it was 
presented in printing. 


The petition, filed by former 
State Sen. Hugh H. Burns of 
Fresno and others, contends 
Moretti and the Assembly Of­ 
fice of Research used at least 
$500,000 in public funds to block 
passage of Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan’s tax ceiling initiative. 


The suit also contends Brown 
failed in his duty of reporting 
violations of the campaign fi­ 
nance disclosure laws to the 
state attorney general. 


The petition seeks to overturn 
a decision by a Sacramento 
Superior 
Court 
judge last 
month which dismissed the suit 
on the grounds the old cam ­ 
paign disclosure law was re­ 
pealed Jan. I. 
Brown beat Moretti in the 
June 4 primary to win the 
Democratic nomination for gov­ 
ernor.

BOSTON (AP) - Around Bos­ 
ton City Hospital, Dr. Kenneth 
Edelin is known as one of the 
good guys. 
There is a lot of talk about his 
skill, his interest in the black 
ghetto community surrounding 
the hospital, and his compas­ 
sion. 
And so, Boston’s m edical 
community is asking why the 
district attorney is accusing Dr. 
Kenneth Edelin of manslaugh­ 
ter in the death of a fetus he 
aborted in a legal operation. 
The indictment of the 35-year- 
old doctor, the first black chief 
resident in obstetrics and gyne­ 
cology at Boston City Hospital- 
BCH, could make medical and 
legal history, but Dr. Edelin 
says he would prefer that some­ 
one else have the historical 
recognition. 
The rugged-looking, m us­ 
tached physician finds himself, 
along with several colleagues, 
in the middle of separate, but 
related legal actions concerning 
legalized abortions, the rights 
of the fetus and fetal experi­ 
mentation. 
No stranger to revolutionary 
confrontation, Boston is bracing 
itself for a precedent-setting 
legal battle that could lead to a 
new legal definition of a human 
person and challenge the U.S. 
Supreme Court's abortion rul­ 
ings. 
When, after conception, does 
the growing mass of cells in a 
woman’s womb become a hu­ 
man with a right to life and the 
legal protection entitled a hu­ 


man being? This and related 
questions have divided society’s 
thinkers for centuries. 
The Supreme Court last year 
struck down restrictive state 
abortion laws, but left unan­ 
swered the basic question of 
when a fetus becomes a human 
being capable of life and enti­ 
tled to legal rights. 
For the nation’s medical com­ 
munity, the question came dra 
matically before them on April 
ll when the “ Boston Indict­ 
m ents,” as th e y ’ve become 
known in medical circles, were 
handed down by a Suffolk Coun­ 
ty grand jury. 
Dr. Edelin was indicted for 
m anslaughter in connection 
with the death of a 22-to 24- 
week-old male fetus. In sepa­ 
rate indictments, delivered the 
same day, four other BCH doc­ 
tors were indicted for research 
conducted with fetuses aborted 
at the hospital The two cases 
are not directly related. 
Charged under an 1814 state 
law designed to curb grave 
robbing were Drs. Leon D Sa- 
bath and Leonard Berman and 
two others who had left the 
hospital, 
Dr 
David Charles, 
now in Newfoundland, and Dr 
Agenta Philipson, now in Swe­ 
den. 
The doctors are not charged 
with grave robbing, but with 
carrying away bodies — abort­ 
ed fetuses — for the purpose of 
dissection without authoriza­ 
tion. Dr. Berman, a BCH path­ 
ologist, supplied fetal material 
to the other doctors for their 
studv. 


How Defective Babes 
Are Allowed To Die 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sev­ 
eral thousand m entally and 
physically defective babies are 
left to die each year when 
medical treatment is withheld, 
two physicians testified yester­ 
day. 


Their estimates on the num­ 
ber of infants left to die came 
in response to questions by Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
at an unusual “right to sur­ 
vive” hearing on the ethics of 
extraordinary research pub­ 
lished last October. 
In that research, Drs. Ray­ 
mond Duff and A. G M Camp­ 
bell reported that 43 deaths in 
the special-care nursery of the 
Yale-New Haven hospital over 
2Vs years were related to the 
withholding of medical treat­ 
ment. 
The infants left to die, after 
what was reported to be careful 
consideration by both doctors 
and parents, had such severe 
birth defects or incapacitating 
conditions that “prognosis for 
meaningful life was extremely 
poor or hopeless,” the authors 
said. 
Duff, two other p h y sical and 
an ethicist testified before Ken­ 
nedy’s health subcommittee, of­ 
ten sharply disagreeing with 
each other on the moral issues. 
Kennedy commended Duff for 
his “ willingness to take the 
heat and break the silence that 


Turkish Poppy 
Crop Is Planted 


AF YON. Turkey (UPI) - Fi­ 
nal cultivation has been com­ 
pleted for a seed crop of opium 
poppies recently planted on 
state farms as a step toward 
resuming full production next 
year, farm officials said yester­ 
day. 
A previous Turkish adminis­ 
tration banned poppy growing 
in 1971 in what the U.S. govern­ 
ment called an important step 
to curb illicit international drug 
traffic. 
Turkey's 100,000 poppy farm ­ 
ers complained that the $35 
million compensation paid to 
them by the United States was 
not enough to make up for the 
loss of their income. The 
present government under Pre­ 
mier Bident Ecevit has said it 
intends to resume poppy culti­ 
vation under strict controls.

Dr. Robert E. Cooke, vice 
chancellor for health sciences 
at the University of Wisconsin 
and a former practicing pedia­ 
trician, ag reed with Duff's esti­ 
mate but added “whether all 
would have survived or not is 
another story. ” 
Kennedy asked how many 
might have survived and led 
useful or satisfying lives, and 
Duff replied that likelihood was 
“quite low." 
Duff and Dr. Lewis B. Shei- 
ner of the University of Califor­ 
nia at San Francisco argued in 
separate testim ony that the 
biblical injuction “Thou shalt 
not kill" should be re-evaluated 
in considering the moral ques­ 
tions involved 
“A literal interpretation of 
that moral law may be possible 
for most of us but it is no longer 
possible for the physicians: the 
apparent exceptions have be­ 
come too numerous,” Shemer 
said. 
His view was disputed by 
Warren T. Reich, an ethicist 
and senior research scholar at 
the Kennedy Institute Center 
for Bioethics here. He urged 
protections 
for

threatened 
by the denial of 
medical care, and said he was 
“particularly dismayed” that 
the moral law “no longer has 
meaning to physicians. ” 


That study, published in tljfc 
June 7, 1973 issue of the New 
England Journal of Medicine 
described the doctors’ experi­ 
ment to determine how well two 
antibiotics passed through the 
placenta from mother to fefitf. 
The antibiotics were given to 33 
mothers before their abortions. 
Dr. Sa bath said in an interview 
that all 33 gave their informed 
consent to participate in the 
study.

Using small amounts of tissue 
from aborted fetuses was “ the 
safest and most moral way” to 
conduct the study, Dr. Sabath 
said, rather than using full­ 
term babies who might have 
been harmed by the drugs.

Studies at B C H , which sees that 
proper safeguards are followed 
in human experim ents, ap ­ 
proved the study beforehand.

“It’s rather paradoxical that 
this study has attracted so 
much nonprofessional interest 
after we went through so much 
trouble to do everything prop­ 
erly." 
The study attracted the atten­ 
tion of Right-to-Lfe committees 
in heavily Roman Catholic Bos­ 
ton The city council held hear­ 
ings on the BCH research and 
after strong anti-abortion senti­ 
ment was voiced, the council 
called for a criminal investiga­ 
tion. 
Dist. Atty. Garrett Byrne s 
eight-month investigation cul­ 
minated with the grand jury 
indictments. During the investi­ 
gation, the hospital records of 
the 33 mothers were examined 
by the grand jury. Numerous 
hospital staff members were 
called to testify.

C ritics of the indictm ents 
charge they were politically 
motivated. They say the doc­ 
tors are being used as scape­ 
goats to challenge the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court abortion rulings, 
which permit abortion almost 
on demand during the first six 
months of pregnancy 
Asst. Dist. Atty. Newman A. 
Flanagan, chief prosecutor in 
the doctors’ cases, heatedly de­ 
nies the indictments have any­ 
thing to do with politics, al­ 
though 
B yrne, 
a 
22-year 
incumbent, is running for re­ 
election this year. 
The distnct attorney's office 
released few details of the in­ 
dictments, and the defendants 
say they are not sure what, 
specifically, they are charged 
with. Lawyers for Dr. Edelin 
and the doctors in the other 
case say they must get more 
details before they can prepare 
a defense 
As a result of the BCH contro­ 
versy, the Massachussetts Leg­ 
islature is considering bills in­ 
creasing controls over abortion 
and fetal research 
The results of the Boston 
cases could determine if simi­ 
lar restrictive legislation is in­ 
troduced elsewhere in the coun­ 
try. 
R esearchers say such 
measures could stifle medical 
progress. But critics of fetal 
research say medical progress 
should not come at the expense 
of mothers or fetuses, which 
thev consider human.

A Traffic Jam On 
The Russian River 


I finally went on my first canoe trip the other 
day and although it wasn’t exactly a “Deliver­ 
ance” it had its moments. 
It was down a 12-mile stretch of the Russian 
River from Asti to Healdsburg with a Boy Scout 
Troop and I don’t know who had more fun, the 
scouts or we fathers. 
The first thing I realized was that we wouldn’t 
be alone on the water. As soon as we started we 
became part of a massive attack force. It was 
wall to wall canoes. There was more aluminum 
than water. 
Some of the Boy Scouts had built their own 
kayaks and the other scouts and dads were in 
aluminum canoes brought from Marin scout head­ 
quarters. This time of year, others — many others 
— had the same idea. There were other scout 
groups, guys with their dates, families with kids, 
elderly women, all on the water at the same time. 


W. C. (BOB) TROWBRIDGE rents canoes on 
this stretch of the river and what a business he 
does! I was told he has 700 canoes for hire and all 
were on the water this weekend day. I saw that 
name stenciled on so many canoes in those few 
short hours it will be stenciled in my mind for life. 
There were three of us in our canoe. Ed Adams, 
former recreation chief for the City of Novato, 
was very experienced in this sort of thing so he 
took the captain’s role. His son, Glenn, and I were 
the crew. My 12-year-old son didn’t trust my 
boating ability so he hopped in a different canoe 
with one of the other Boy Scouts. 
Most of the trip is very peaceful and relaxing 
but there are a few spots where you had better 
know what you are doing. At one of these tricky 
passes the canoe in which my son was riding 
overturned and got wedged between some logs. 
His partner jumped free of the boat but Rick got 
trapped under it. He was able to breathe in the air 
pocket under the boat but because his life vest 
kept him on top of the water he couldn’t dive 
under the boat to get free. Some men got to him 
before I could and pulled him from under the 
canoe. He was not injured but was pretty shaken. 


THAT’S THE ONE advantage of the water being 
so crowded with people. If you get in trouble 
there’s always someone a few feet away to give 
you a hand. 
At one turn we stopped to help a young couple 
whose boat had overturned and by the time we got 
their boat free and recovered all their gear for 
them another canoe flipped at the same spot and 
spilled the occupants into the stream. We helped 
again. This was repeated another eight or nine 
times and for a half hour we did nothing but help 
others. I never felt so much like a Boy Scout. 


A PAIR OF GRANDMOTHER types were 
among those we helped after overturning but they 
went for seconds, again spilling further down the 
river. We helped them out the second time. The 
next rough stretch we waited and sure enough, the 
two women came right toward the part of the 
stream which would mean instant splash. This 
time Adams cut them off and led their canoe to a 
safer passage. 
“This is the first and last canoe trip for m e,” 
said one of the grateful women. 
Myself, I think it’s a great recreational outing. I 
know I am going to do it again. Now where did I 
put that paddle?

Several 
other yachts, including three 
aluminum-hulled boats for the 
first time, will attem pt to win 
the honor of representing the 
U.S. in thr race, Sept. 10.

Intrepid left by truck June 1 
from San Diego, where it had 
been practicing. 
Taft, 26, and Best, 23, leave 
this weekend to join other crew ­ 
men and skipper Gerald D ris­ 
coll of San Diego. Upon arrival, 
the group will begin mapping 
strategy for the trials. 
Norman has 10 years of rac­ 
ing experience, including action 
on the east coast. Taft, a sail- 
m aker, has p articip ate d in 
three Trans Pacific races and 
the Australian Southern Cross 
Series during his 17 years of 
racing. Best, a 15-year veteran, 
has been a finalist in the Mallo- 
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ry Cup and has ocean racing 
experience in the Danforth Se­ 
ries. He is a sailing instructor

While the Marinites assemble 
with other crew mem bers, offi­ 
cials on the west coast are 
confronting another challenge:

'Fruitless' 


NEW YORK (UPI) - After

Be Familiar With 
Signs Of Distress 


It s now law that a Coast Guard district 
commander has the authority to terminate an 
intended voyage or boat trip if he believes that the 
boat is unsuited to make the trip. 
Under the terms of a regulation published April 
17, the commander may designate a boat as being 
“manifestly unsafe for a specific voyage on a 
specified body of water.” 
It is im portant to note that 
the district comm ander can’t 
redelegate the authority to a 
lesser officer. He must make 
the determ ination himself. 
In the pream ble to the rule, 
the Coast Guard notes that dis­ 
trict comm anders will be look­ 
ing for “ blatant, extrem e and 
manifest deficiences” in boats. 
There is no plan to stop every 
craft that may have a smail 
leak or superficial dam age, but 
a person who would set out to 
cross the Atlantic in a canoe, or 
try to take a rubber raft to 
J a p a n , 
w ill 
c e rta in ly 
be 
stopped 
At this time of year the Coast 
Guard also reiterates its recom ­ 
mendation that all small plea­ 
sure craft, operating in any 
waters, carry two very simple 
distress signals. 
Most people 
still don't know about them 
The first is a rudim entary 
orange-red flag of any size. In 
time of distress, 
it’s waved 
from side to side in a big arc. It 
attracts attention immediately, 
and can ’t possibly be construed 
as a friendly greeting. 
The second signal approved 
and suggested by the Coast 
Guard consists of a fluorescent 
orange-red panel of cloth 72 
inches by 42 inches in size. On 
the orange panel are painted a 
black square with 18 inch sides 
and a black circle 18 inches in 
diam eter 
This signal is intended mainly 
for use when a boat is being 
sought by an aircraft The com­ 
bination of the square and cir­ 
cle. which incidentals is the

International distress signal, is 
very obvious from the air when 
it is backed by the fluorescent 
orange panel. 
Both of these distress signals 
can be made at home for a few 
dollars out of scrap m aterials 
and paints. Neither is required 
by law on the nation’s 8 million 
pleasure craft, but the Coast 
Guard is urging all boat owners 
to carry them. 
Anyone who has been in dis­ 
tress on a boat knows the frus­ 
tration of waving and shouting 
to passing boats for help, only 
to have the people on them 
gaily wave back a greeting. 
The virtue of a signal which 
could never be mistaken for a 
friendly salutation doesn't have 
to be explained 
There’s quite a bit more to 
this question of distress signall­ 
ing, as some of the questions 
I’ve been asked indicate: 
Q. Is the old SOS signal still 
used? 
A. Very much so . . . when 
the only means of signalling is 
by morse code either over radio 
or by lights. The spoken word 
by radiotelephone now is “ May­ 
day’’, repeated at least three 
times. 
Q. Suppose you haven't got 
a flag . . . or anything . . .? 
A. Then use the older signal 
suggested by the Coast Guard 
Raise and lower your arm s at 
the side in a sort of flapping 
motion . . . slowly and deliber­ 
ately. Nobody in his right mind 
could mistake this for a friend­ 
ly wave. 
Q. How do you use a gun to 
signal distress? 
A. 
Keep 
firing at regular 
intervals of about a minute 
Count the seconds if necessary 
like this, 
“one thousand . . . 
two thousand . . . ” etc. To say 
“ one thousand’’ slowly takes 
about a second. It’s the regular 
ity of the firing which attracts 
attention. 
Q. How about at night? 
A Three fires arranged in an 
e q u ila te ra l tria n g le indicate 
distress. 
Q. W hat’s the best safety 
device 
for 
a 
canoe 
trip 
through the north? 
A. I'd say it’s telling someone 
your proposed route before you 
start out Leave a map if neces­ 
sary. Then if you don t show up 
in a reasonable time, it's easy 
to follow your trail This same 
idea can be applied to trips 
anywhere.

Library Union 
Under Study 
In Petaluma 


The Petaluma Library board 
last night asked the city council 
to consider joining the proposed 
county library system. 
In a letter to councilmen, the 
board specified conditions for 
the venture, which would make 
Petaluma’s new $1.3 million li­ 
brary part of a network run by 
a seven-member county com­ 
mission. 
Library board member Doro­ 
thy L. Bertucci said Petaluma 
would insist on keeping its own­ 
ership of the new building, 
which is being built in Kenil­ 
worth Park with $572,000 in 
revenue sharing funds and a 
$750,000 bond issue approved by 
city voters March 5. 
The city also would reserve 
the right to pull out of the 
county system if it wishes. Mrs. 
Bertucci said. 
Under the consolidation, she 
said, the present city library 
staff would become part of the 
county system. 
The main reason for the pro­ 
posed move is economic ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Bertucci. 
In recent years, she said, city 
libraries around Sonoma Coun­ 
ty have found they require in­ 
creasingly large portions of city 
tax revenues for their opera­ 
tion. By centralizing adminis­ 
tration. circulation and record­ 
keeping, a more economical op­ 
eration is possible, she said 
In 1968 Petaluma agreed to 
join a county library system, 
but that consolidation plan was 
shelved when Santa Rosa re­ 
fused to partieiapte. 
The current plan, already ap­ 
proved by county supervisors, 
would place the libraries under 
a commission composed of a 
Petaluma representative, one 
from Santa Rosa and one from 
each of the five county supervi­ 
sorial districts.

Informer In 'Zebra' Case 
Recaptured After Escape 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The informer whose testimony 
led police to charge four men in 
the “ Zebra” killings case es­ 
caped from protective custody 
for eight days and was recap­ 
tured yesterday, police said to­ 
day. 
Anthony C. Harris, his wife 
and baby escaped from a bar­ 
racks room at Fort Baker in 
Marin County where they were 
under guard, by knotting bed- 
sheets and sliding down from a 
second-story window, police 
said. 


They were found yesterday at 
the home of a relative in Los 
Angeles. 
Harris, 28, was the secret 
informer who disclosed details 
of a black murder cult called 
the “ Death Angels,” and identi­ 
fied four “ Zebra” suspects for 
police. He told a grand jury 
details of several murders he 
had witnessed which led to in­ 
dictments against the four in 
custody. 
At first, police said, Harris 
and his family were held in 
protective custody at a down­ 


town hotel, but when that be­ 
came too expensive, permission 
was received from Attorney 
General William O. Saxbe to 
place the Harrises under feder­ 
al protection. 
They were held for a time at 
two undisclosed locations in 
Contra Costa County, said U.S. 
Marshal George Tobin, then 
moved to a converted barracks 
at Fort Baker. They escaped 
June 3. 
Two deputy marshals who 
were guarding the building’s 
only exit said they discovered 


the knotted bedsheets shortly 
after dawn. 
Harris had been placed under 
police protection because of his 
fears that his testimony might 
bring retribution against him­ 
self or his family. 
In Harris’s grand jury testi­ 
mony, he said that the four 
defendants were stopped seven 
times by police without being 
arrested 
Harris said that once while he 
was present officers stopped a 
van in which was a kidnaped 
white couple, one of whom sub­ 
sequently was hacked to death. 
Patrolman Bruce F. Marov- 
ich told grand jurors he had 
questioned blacks in the van 
carrying the doomed white cou­ 
ple 
but 
that 
“ everything 
seemed all right” and he let it 
go. 


Inside the van were Richard 
Hague, 30, and his wife, Quita, 
28, who had been kidnaped 
while strolling on Telegraph 
Hill. 
Harris, who said he turned 
informer because of a $25,000 
reward offer, recalled that Mrs. 
Hague could have escaped but 
ran back to the van and tried to 
let air out of a tire to save her 
husband 
The ex-convict declared that 
the couple was driven to an 
industrial area where Mrs. 
Hague was laid over a railroad 
track so that she could all but 
be decapitated with a machete.

Positions 


Turned Dewn 


The Novato City Council con­ 
sidered requests for 19 new city 
employees last night, then ten­ 
tatively turned down proposals 
to add an administrative assist­ 
ant, a planning economist, a 
police officer, an engineering 
technician and two mainte­ 
nance men to the city staff. 


Councilmen, however, indi­ 
cated that some of the rejected 
positions could still be filled by 
spending federal revenue shar­ 
ing funds. 


Rodney B. Brown, who pre­ 
pared the budget when he was 
acting city manager, said the 19 
new positions would cost $198,- 
890. $114,997 of it coming from 
federal funds and $83,893 from 
the general fund. 


Councilman Fred F. Ruegg 
pointed out that the city added 
four new employees in 1971-72, 
nine in 1972-73 and six this year. 


Police Chief John C. Coleman 
said he needed another ser­ 
geant because some shifts are 
without a supervising officer. 


Planning director Brian W. 
Mattson said a planning econo­ 
mist would evaluate develop­ 
ments to see if they were eco­ 
nomically feasible and would 
try to encourage commerce and 
industry. 


City Mgr. Phillip Brown re­ 
plied that Novato was not large 
enough to afford such a posi­ 
tion, but might join with other 
cities in hiring a planning econ­ 
omist. 


In other business, the council 
introduced ordinances annexing 
three acres on Vineyard Road 
near Trumbull Avenue and 6.77 
acres at the northeast corner of 
Wilson Avenue and Center 
Road. 
The council adjourned to 1:30 
p.m. today to inspect the capi­ 
tal improvement projects and 
to 8 p.m. today in the Novato 
Community House to review the 
proposed projects. 


No Progress 
In Talks 
With Nurses 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Striking nurses and hospital 
representatives met yesterday 
for the first talks since the 
fiveday walkout began, but no 
progress was reported in their 
negotiations. 
However, a spokesman for 
the State Conciliation Service, 
which brought the two sides 
together, said the mere fact 
they were meeting was grounds 
for encouragement. 
About 4,000 members of the 
California including Kaiser 
Foundation Hospital in San Ra­ 
fael, Nurses Assoeiation struck 
40 hospitals in Northern Califor­ 
nia last Friday over a variety 
of issues, including quality of 
health care and wages. 
Meanwhile, the American 
Nurses Association, represent­ 
ing 800,000 registered nurses 
nationwide, voted at its conven­ 
tion in progress here that it 
“ supports and encourages” the 
local nurses. 
A spokesman for one of the 
hospital groups involved said 
that “ serious obstacles to set­ 
tlement” remain. He said these 
nclude demands for every oth­ 
er weekend off, more vacation 
time, more pension benefits and 
what he called “ excessive’ pay 
demands. 
The nurses insist the princi­ 
pal issues in the dispute involve 
the welfare of patients. They 
want only specially trained 
nurses in certain hospital units 
and reduced workloads. 
The hospitals have already 
agreed to a $60 monthly pay 
increase effective Jan. 1, but 
are resisting a demand for an 
additional 5 or 6 per cent in­ 
crease effective July 1. 
The hospitals said all patients 
who could be sent home were 
discharged when the strike be­ 
gan and only emergency pa­ 
tients were being admitted 


Riot Prevented 
At Gold Mine 


JOHANNESBURG (UPI) - 
Scores of armed police cor 
doned off the Merriespruit gold 
mine late last night and dis­ 
persed about 1,000 Mack mine- 
workers with two salvos of tear- 
gas. 
Miners in a compound hous­ 
ing nearly 3,000 persons formed 
into disorderly groups, smash­ 
ing windows but swift police 
action prevented a possible riot, 
mine officials said. 
Police also remained on 
standby at the Harmony gold 
mine where rioting Sunday and 
Monday left three persons dead 
and 13 injured. 
Both mines are at Virginia, 
South Africa, outside Johannes­ 
burg. 


Panel Split On Nixon Evidence 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
House Judiciary Committee 
Democrats say evidence that 
President Nixon approved an in 
depth investigation into Dr. 
Daniel Ellsberg is “ significant 
and damaging,” but Nixon’s 
Republican defenders say the 
evidence is inconclusive. 
Several Democrats also point­ 
ed out testimony by former 


White House aide John D. Ehr- 
lichman that Nixon "indicated 
after the fact approval” of the 
burglary of the office of Ells­ 
berg s psychiatrist. 
But most members agreed 
yesterday there is little evi­ 
dence to back up the allegation 
Nixon tried to improperly influ­ 
ence Judge Matthew Byrne, 
who was presiding at EUsberg’s 


trial in the Pentagon Papers 
case. The allegation of impro 
perly influencing Byrne is un­ 
der investigation in the commit­ 
tee’s impeachment probe. 
The inquiry today turns to 
allegations that Nixon used gov­ 
ernment agencies, particulary 
the Internal Revenue Service, 
to retaliate against enemies of 
the administration. 


During yesterday's session, 
Nixon’s W atergate lawyer 
James D. St. Clair attempted to 
give the committee a 10,000- 
word brief disputing allegations 
of Nixon’s complicity in the 
Watergate cover-up. But chair­ 
man Peter W. Rodino rejected 
the brief as premature. 
“ To take a brief now and 
present it to the American peo­ 


ple would not give anything but 
a distorted picture of the mate­ 
rials presented to the commit­ 
tee,” majority counsel John 
Doar said. 
It was reported that the brief 
covered much of the same 
ground outlined in the introduc­ 
tion to the White House tran­ 
scripts released in April. In 
that document, Nixon argued 
that while the tapes are subject 
to various interpretations, they 
conclude in sum he was not 
involved in the cover-up direct- 
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Jy- 
Committee members agreed 
that the most important materi­ 
al they received during the 
session was testimony given by 
Ehrlichman to a grand jury in 
California concerning the Ells­ 
berg break-in by the White 
House plumbers. 
Ehrlichman said he was 
present twice when Nixon dis­ 
cussed the break-in after it had 
taken place. 


At one meeting, Ehrlichman 
quoted Nixon as saying in sub­ 
stance: “ While I did not know 
of the break-in attempt in ad­ 
vance, I surely recognize the 
valid national security reasons 
why it was done.” 
At another meeting Ehrlich­ 
man quoted Nixon as saying 
“ the break-in was in further­ 
ance of national security and 
was fully justified by the cir­ 
cumstances.”

Impeachment 
Surveys Hit 
By Governor 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov. 


Ronald Reagan said yesterday 
congressmen have no business 
surveying their constituents to 


determine whether impeach­ 
ment of President Nixon would 


be better for the health of the 
nation. 


"Their business is: ‘Is there 
or is there not an impeachable 
offense 
that 
has 
been 
committed?’ ” the governor 
told his regular weekly news 
conference, which lasted less 
than 20 minutes. 


Reagan, in what seemed to be 
a more spirited defense of Nix­ 
on than usual, expressed hope 
that in pursuing the impeach­ 
ment process the Congress 
would throw partisanship aside 
and act in a nonpartisan man­ 
ner. 


"So far some congressmen, I 
think, have been most blatant 
in their statements that even 
before there is any identifica­ 
tion of an impeachable offense, 
they 
have 
publicly 
voted 
guilty," said Reagan, a leading 
Republican 1976 presidential 
contender. 


One reporter noted that some 
uncommitted congressmen are 
surveying the voters back home 
on the impeachment issue and 
asking if they feel ousting Nix­ 
on is better for the health of the 
country. 


"That’s none of their business 
actu ally,” Reagan replied. 
"Their business is: Is there or 
is there not an impeachable 
offense 
that 
has 
been 
committed?’ ” 


Reagan, who said he has read 
two-thirds of the White House- 
edited transcripts of Nixon’s 
tape recorded Watergate con­ 
versations, was asked if some 
of those same congressmen 
might want more White House 
tapes to determine if there was 
an impeachable offense. 


“ The question there to be 
resolved is whether they are 
just going on a fishing expedi­ 
tion because so far they haven’t 
been able to find an impeacha­ 
ble offense,” Reagan said.

Reagan repeated his belief 
that Nixon was innocent of any 
wrongdoing unless and until 
found guilty of a crime and 
declared congressmen who 
have already advocated im­ 
peachment "certainly would 
not be qualified to become ju­ 
rors in any court case." 


Under the Constitution, the 
House of Representatives would 
vote to impeach a president and 
the Senate would try him. It 
takes a two-thirds majority 
vote in the Senate to convict. 


Reagan also termed "jolting" 
and “ regrettable” the some­ 
times offensive language found 
in the tape transcripts and 
when asked whether he uses 
similar language during his pri­ 
vate business conversations, re­ 
plied, " I ’m not going to say.’
